REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. IS The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's argument regarding WO'920 is not persuasive since WO'920 teaches both attached contact pads(Fiq. 7) and 
contact wires held together witih elastomer pieces(Fig. 9V Therefore, having attached contact elements is within the scope of 
WO'920's invention. Brazing can be used to attached the metal wires to the contact ring of WO'920 since Miller et al teaches 
that brazing results in more continuous bonding. Applicant's argument regarding Crafts et al is not persuasive since the claims 
of the instant invention only recite the contact pins being brazed in a receiving pocket, therefore, do not reguire the contact pins 
to be attached to the cup. Applicant's argument regarding Dordi et al is not persuasive since Dordi et al teach the receiving 
pockets for the contact pins, and WO'920 provides clear motivationfi.e. to achieve continuous bonding" to use brazing to attach 
the contact pins to the receiving pockets of Dordi et al. Applicants arugment regarding the seal member is not persuasive 
since Fig. 8-10 of Dordi et al clearly teaches a isolation gasket 782 having an portion disposed inward of the contact pins as 
claimed.
